We agree with M issouri’s junior U.S. Senator, 
Edward V. Long, who declared last week that a 
ruling by the Internal Revenue Service which 
ended the federal tax exemption on returns from 
industrial revenue bonds will be harmful to Mis­ 
souri’s quest for new factories and payrolls. 
As Sen. Long noted, the IRS ruling was made on 
its own voalition and without prior consultation 
with the Congress, which has steadfastly refused 
to end the tax exemption. 
The IRS ruling, which has gone into effect 
March 15, will certainly cloud the issue although 
we do not share the same pessim ism as Sen. Long, 
who declared the ruling would probably eliminate 
proposed industrial expansions. 
For one thing, the tax free status of industrial 
bonds is but one of the incentives attached to in­ 
dustrial location. Although attractive, the general 
revenue bond route is certainly not the only 
reason for relocation of industry and companies 
seeking new locations are oftentimes seeking to 
escape problems which have arisen over a long 
number of years. 
Missouri has, indeed, been able to attract new 
industry through its industrial bond program, but 
so have neighboring states, most of which had the 
advantage before Missouri. During the adminis­ 
tration of Governor Dalton, and now during the 
thee years of Governor Hearnes, the state has 
experienced remarkable industrial growth as 
compared to previous years. 
Only part of this 
growth can be traced to the tax-free status of 
industrial bonds. 
Much of it can be traced to 
the industrial-selling team that has been headed, 
in each instance, by the governors themselves. 
Since Sen. Long is convinced the IRS ruling 
is a clear-cut violation of Congressional intent, 
we suggest he spend some time in Washington 
bringing about a legislative consensus on the m at­ 
ter. 
Time that is spent in re-election speech- 
making could be better spent, as far as Missou­ 
rians are concerned, in securing a reversal of 
the IRS decision. 
But, then, considering his past headline-hunting 
rem arks on IRS practices, Sen. Long is not exactly 
the one to send to this federal agency on any kind 
of good-will mission.

GOLD FEVER AND 1934 
THE SEEDS of the current gold panic were sown 
35 years ago, when President Roosevelt took the 
first of several steps culminating in devaluation 
of the dollar and 
adoption of the gold exchange 
standard. 
Those 
who criticized FDR’s policy 
at the time have been vindicated in part by recent 
events. 
Roosevelt’s 
aim was 
to restore domestic 
prices and purchasing 
power to the levels p re­ 
vailing in the 
pre- Depression year of 1926. 
Dr. George F. W arren of Cornell University con­ 
vinced him that this could be done by increasing 
the dollar price oi gold — in other words, by 
devaluing the dollar. 
The President moved cautiously. An embargo 


on gold exports was declared on March 5, 1933. 
Three months later, Roosevelt issued an execu­ 
tive order 
requiring that all gold and gold cer­ 
tificates in private 
hands be returned to the 
Treasury or the Federal Reserve banks for cur­ 
rency not redeemable in gold. 
In a “ fireside chat” of Oct. 22, 1933, FDR an­ 
nounced that he would “establish a government 
market for gold in the United States.” He was 
doing so because “ The United States must take 
firmly in its own hands the control of the gold 
value of the dollar.” 
For the next three months, Roosevelt and his 
advisers met in the President’s bedroom every 
morning to set the price of gold. 
Arthur M. 
Schlesinger Jr. 
has described how the day’s 
price was determined: 
“ One morning (Trea­ 
sury Secretary Henry) 
Morganthau came 
in, 
more worried than usual, and suggested an in­ 
crease from 19 to 22 cents. 
Roosevelt. ..pro­ 
posed 21 cents. ‘It’s a lucky num ber,’ he said 
with a laugh, ‘because it’s three times seven.’ ” 
PASSAGE of the Gold Reserve Act of (Jan. 20) 
1934 removed the last barrier to formal deval­ 
uation of the dollar. This was accomplished the 
following day, when Roosevelt proclaimed a 40 
per cent reduction in the dollar’s gold content. 
The price of gold was thereby raised from the 
old statutory rate of $20.67 
an ounce to $35 an 
ounce. 
It has remained at that level ever since. 
Schlesinger 
surm ises that Roosevelt 
did not 
really believe that raising the price of gold would 
raise commodity prices. If so, the President was 
right. FDR simply may have wanted to do some­ 
thing rather than nothing while prices fell. 
All that 
devaluation succeeded in doing, a c ­ 
cording 
to M arriner 
Eccles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board 
during the 
Roosevelt 
administration, “ was to attract the gold of the 
world 
to American shores, in exchange 
for 
which foreigners received more dollars.” 
THE FLOW7 of gold across the Atlantic has 
long since reversed direction. 
A 
decade of 
large United States balance of payments deficits 
has led to a massive accumulation of dollars in 
European central banks and thus to potentially 
large claims on this country’s 
monetary gold 
stock. Under the gold exchange standard adopted 
in 1934, the United States is committed to buy 
from or sell to foreign governments any amount 
of gold at $35 an ounce. 
The flaw in this arrangement is now revealed 
for all to see. 
Eliot 
Janeway contends in a 
new book on The Economics of C risis that the 
gold exchange standard saddled the United States 
“ with voluntary responsibilities 
to maintain a 
gold reserv e which did her no good domestically, 
and which gained her 
no 
reciprocal interna­ 
tional consideration or advantage, but which ex­ 
posed her to scrutiny and 
sanctions from for­ 
eigners who were not obligated to observe the 
same rules and who had obvious incentives to put 
the dollar at a disadvantage.”

WASHINGTON - The Johnson 
adm inistration's apparent love of 
the m ilitary was highlighted last 
week in the midfile of the gold 
c risis when George 
F. Woods, 
President of the world bank, ok'd 
a $12.5 million lean totheG reek 
m ilitary dictatorship. 
This 
was 
on the 
sam e day 
that 
trading 
in gold 
reached 
such a frenzied peak that 
the 
London gold m arket 
was o r­ 
dered shut down. 
The 
loan could not have been 
made without 
the 
blessing of 
the United States, and it meant 
an export 
of precious 
dollars 
at a tim e when we were supposed 
to be nursing dollars. 
Mr. Woods, who shortly steps 
down as world bank president to 
be succeeded by ex-Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamara, ok'd 
the loan to the Greek 
military 
one day after receiving a strong 
protect 
from Andreas 
Papan- 
dreou, 
former 
University 
of 
Minnesota 
and 
California pro­ 
fessor and exiled cabinet mem­ 
ber in his father's center union 
government. This was the lar­ 
gest 
political party in Greece 
when the Greek colonels stepped 
in to throw 
out parliamentary 
rule. Andreas has 
been in jail 
most of the time since. 
For 
some 
strange 
reason 
the Greek dictatorship has en­ 
joyed special concessions from 
the 
Johnson administration. It 
and 
Finland 
are the only two 
countries to be exempted from 
the 
ban on 
UJS. 
investments 
abroad. The position of Demo­ 
cratic Finland 
is 
understand­ 
able because it has religiously 
paid its war debts to the United, 
States. 
The 
special favoritism given 
the 
Greek 
dictatorship is ex­ 
plained 
by some diplomats as 
resulting from the fact that Tex 
Thornton, chairman of Litton in­ 
dustries and a friend of LBJ's 
has a contract 
with the Greek 
military to send American indus­ 
try to Greece on a commission 
basis.

Should the nominations go to 
Nelson Rockefeller and Robert 
Kennedy, the Republleans will be­ 
come the party of the organized 
proletariat.

Most labor chiefs, being de­ 
vout progmatists, are uneasy 
- disturbed by the rock and roll 
jf the Kennedy campaign. The 
arithmetic 
is against the New 
York Senator. But that's not what 
counts In their reckoning. 
They certainly do believe It's 
possible that the Kennedy ma­ 
chine can make good its mission 
- which is to convince Lyndon 
Johnson that he can't win and to 
send word by August 15 that it's 
an open convention on August 26.

So, help from the organized 
labor forces is critical, finan­ 
cially as well as physically. It 
takes muscle, true, to drive a 
loudspeaker truck. But it takes 
cash to rent one or to buy space 
and time in the media. 
Aside f r o m t h e cheering, 
whooping, whirling thousands on 
the university circuit, there is 
only one expertly organized cam­ 
paign force in this land. It be­ 
longs to the new class - labor. 
That's why the two political 
m illionaires, rich and poor alike, 
are concerned.

‘ETHICAl ED’ and the IRS 
We agree with M issouri’s junior U.S. Senator, 
Kdw ird \ . Long, who declared last week that a 
ruling by the Internal Revenue Service which 
ended the federal tax exemption on retu rn s from 
industrial revenue bonds will be harm ful to Mis­ 
so u ri’s quest for new factories and payrolls. 
As Sen. Long noted, the IRS ruling was made on 
its own voalition and without prior consultation 
with the Congress, which has steadfastly refused 
to end the tax exemption. 
The 
IRS ruling, which has gone into effect 
March 15, will certainly cloud the issue although 
we do not share the same pessim ism as Sen. Long, 
who declared the ruling would probably elim inate 
proposed industrial expansions. 
For one thing, the tax free status of industrial 
bonds is but one of the incentives attached to in­ 
dustrial location. Although attractive, the general 
revenue bond route is certainly not the only 
reason for relocation of industry and companies 
seeking new locations are oftentim es seeking to 
escape problem s which have arisen over a long 
num ber of years. 
M issouri has, indeed, been able to attract new 
industry through its industrial bond program , but 
so have neighboring states, most of which had the 
advantage before M issouri. During the adm inis­ 
tration of Governor Dalton, and now during the 
thee years of Governor Hearnes, the state has 
experienced rem arkable industrial growth as 
com pared to previous years. 
Only part of this 
growth can be traced to the tax-free status of 
industrial bonds. 
Much of it can be traced to 
the industrial-selling team that has been headed, 
in each instance, by the governors them selves. 
Since Sen. Long is convinced the IRS ruling 
is a clear-cut violation of Congressional intent, 
we suggest he spend some tim e in Washington 
bringing about a legislative consensus on the m at­ 
ter. 
Time that is spent in re-election speech- 
making could be better spent, as far as M issou­ 
rians are concerned, in securing a rev ersal of 
the IRS decision. 
But, then, considering his past headline-hunting 
rem arks on IRS practices, Sen. Long is not exactly 
the one to send to this federal agency on any kind 
of good-will m ission.

GOLD FEVER AND 1934 
THE SEEDS of the current gold panic were sown 
35 years ago, when President Roosevelt took the 
first of several steps culminating in devaluation 
of the dollar and 
adoption of the gold exchange 
standard. 
Those 
who criticized FDR’s policy 
at the time have been vindicated in part by recent 
events, , _, 
Roosevelt’s 
aim was 
to restore domestic 
p rices and purchasing 
power to the levels pre­ 
vailing in the 
pre- Depression year of 1926, 
Dr. George F. W arren of Cornell University con­ 
vinced him that this could be done by increasing 
the dollar price of gold — in other words, by 
devaluing the dollar, 
l he President moved cautiously. An embargo 


on gold exports was declared on March 5, 1933. 
Three months later, Roosevelt issued an execu­ 
tive order 
requiring that all gold and gold c e r­ 
tificates in private 
hands be returned to the 
T reasury or the Federal Reserve banks for cu r­ 
rency not redeem able in gold. 
In a “ fireside chat” of Oct. 22, 1933, FDR an­ 
nounced that he would “ establish a government 
m arket for gold in the United States.” He was 
doing so because “ The United States must take 
firm ly in its own hands the control of the gold 
value of the dollar.” 
For the next three months, Roosevelt and his 
advisers met in the P resident’s bedroom every 
morning to set the price of gold. 
Arthur M. 
Schlesinger J r. 
has described how the day’s 
price was determined: 
“ One morning (Trea­ 
sury Secretary Henry) 
Morganthau came 
in, 
m ore w orried than usual, and suggested an in­ 
crease from 19 to 22 cents. 
Roosevelt. ..pro­ 
posed 21 cents. ‘It’s a lucky num ber,’ he said 
with a laugh, ‘because i f s three tim es seven.’ ” 
PASSAGE of the Gold R eserve Act of (Jan. 20) 
1934 removed the last b a rrie r to formal deval­ 
uation of the dollar. This was accomplished the 
following day, when Roosevelt proclaimed a 40 
per cent reduction in the dollar’s gold content. 
The price of gold was thereby raised from the 
old statutory rate of $20.67 
an ounce to $35 an 
ounce. It has remained at that level ever since. 
Schlesinger 
surm ises that Roosevelt 
did not 
really believe that raising the price of gold would 
raise commodity prices. If so, the President w'as 
right. FDR simply may have wanted to do som e­ 
thing rather than nothing while prices fell. 
All that 
devaluation succeeded in doing, ac - 
cording 
to M arriner 
Eccles, chairman of the 
Federal Reserve Board 
during the 
Roosevelt 
adm inistration, “ was to attract the gold of the 
world 
to American shores, in exchange 
for 
which foreigners received m ore dollars.” 
THE FLOW of gold across the Atlantic has 
long since reversed direction. 
A 
decade of 
large I nited States balance of payments deficits 
has led to a massive accumulation of dollars in 
European central banks and thus to potentially 
large claim s on this country’s 
monetary gold 
stock. Under the gold exchange standard adopted 
in 1934, the United States is committed to buy 
from or sell to foreign governments any amount 
of gold at $35 an ounce. 
The flaw in this arrangement is now revealed 
for all to see. 
Eliot 
Janeway contends in a 
new book on The Economics of Crisis that the 
gold exchange standard saddled the United States 
“ with voluntary responsibilities 
to maintain a 
gold reserve which did her no good domestically, 
and which gained her 
no 
reciprocal interna­ 
tional consideration or advantage, but which ex­ 
posed her to scrutiny and 
sanctions from for­ 
eigners who were not obligated to observe the 
same rules and who had obvious incentives to put 
the dollar at a disadvantage.”

SCHOLASTIC ATTENDANCE 
ALL-TIME HIGH 
Unprecedented 
numbers 
of 
Americans are attending school, 
with a total enrollment exceed­ 
ing 55 million persons in the last 
school year, according to the 
Bureau of the Census. 
About 35.6 million were in ele­ 
mentary school or kindergarten, 
almost 13.4 million were in high 
school, and about 6.1 million at­ 
tended college or professional 
school. It Is anticipated that the 
total enrollment will exceed 60.4 
million by the fall of 1975 even 
though the rate of growth is ex­ 
pected to slacken at each educa­ 
tional level. 
In the ll years from 1955 to 
1966, the number of persons 5-34 
years of age who were attending 
school on a full- or part-tim e 
basis increased by an average of 
3.6 per cent annually. The aver­ 
age yearly enrollment gain was 
2.5 per cent in elementary school, 
4.8 per cent in high school and 8.9 
per cent in college. 
By 1975 almost 8.6 million stu­ 
dents may be enrolled in college, 
according to Metropolitan 
Life
